It is an 
old saying at shows that certain breeders 
would win prizes with “a wooden frame and 
a hank of wool,’’ and many of our own 
breeders are unable to win prizes with first 
rate animals. In the cattle classes animals 
are exhibited with staring coats, deformed 
hooves, dirty horns, and. they certainly will. 
not impress judges. We can tinker up hoof 
and horn and make the coat look sy but 
it is not as easy a job as it seems to get 
the hair just right. Wise fellows use an 
olive oil rag, or even a high-priced patent 
medicine, or both, to give the hair the 
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stage are capable of giving results that other

when competing with men who bred the same 
strain of the same breed on better land. 


DO IT QUICKLY 


There is money in heef, just as there is 
in bacon, hut unfortunately we do not get the 
money. An Irish farmer breeds a calf, sells 
it to a dealer; it. is then kept for a year or 
even two on another farm, sold to a grazier, 
who half fattens it, and finally is sent across 
Channel to be finished. At every single stage 
in the process there is waste. The day an 
animal js not putting on weight it 1s just 
a peusioner: it eats enough food to, iceens it 
alive, but does nothing for it, From now. 
onwards thousands of cattle will go out on 
grass, and for weeks their systems will be. 
so loose that they will make no progress, 


Then they would put on weight—not as much | 


as they should—and in the ‘process they will 
have soiled, trampled and over- -run- more good 
food than they iná used. It is such an 
appalling satin that the wonder is that our 
farmers have been es te survive, Is 
here a letter method? for the man 
who knows how to eobbal: ta and is not, 
afraid to use labour and materials to fold 
cattle over the land to. use a reasonable 

method of rotational grazing. 


SOWING DOWN 


Many farmers are still sowing down ‘the 
corn land with grass seeds. To me it seems 
late, but there is a great fund of experience 
on which we all draw, which shows that in 
many districts these late sowings are success- 
ful, and. in the present state of our know- 
ledge, the calendar is not the last ‘word.
